A Budget of lulerettting News 

Paris, Oct. 1 —The French Chambon 
have boon summoned to assemble on 
October 14th. President Grevy hat 
sanctioned the credit of 240,000 f nines 
for the eiicourt.yomoiit of French sea nail- 
eries. 

Berlin, O.l 1.— The Berlin Post says 
that the Congo Free State has refused to 
grant a railway concession to a firm of 
Englishmen, because they were too exact- 
ing in the termB they demanded. 

fciOKIA, Oct. 1. — The people throughout 
the country have held meetings and 
adopted resolutions, begging the govern- 
ment to if jeet Gen. Jv-vulbar3' demands. 

Gen. lvaulbars' moderation is due I > a 
telegram from M. DcGiurs to the effect 
that Russia did not wish to interfere with 
the Bulgarian constitution or with her 
domestic aff.nrs. Several officers who 
were arrested for participation in the

and regents are willing to give a pledge 
that Alexander will not be re-elected.

THE CANADIAN PACIFIC. 

A well Built. Railway Line, 
Scenery that beats the Alps 

Corrcepmilonco f The nregoiilan. 

Medicine Hat, Assinidoina, Sept. 
24.— If Napoleon before the pyramid.* 
could imipire his army with the dram 
atic utterance: "Forty centuries are 
looking down upon you," how much 
more ought one to bo moved in the 
presence of these lowering mountains 
which have looked Jown from their 
bold heights thousands of centuries 
ami whose creation was in the begin- 
ning beyond all historic dates. 

Probably 0110 af tho most interesting 
parts of the whole line is Glacier hotel, 
so culled from a glacier about two miles 
away. Eight miles wide and averaging 
two hundred feet in depth, it appears 
like a mountain of ice, The company 
have begun a system of improvements 
here which will include a line hotel, al- 
ready noarly completed, a wagon road 
to tho glacier, several cottages and an 
artificial lake below the hotel. Nature 
has contributed ber share in furnishing 
picturesque scenery, 11 trout stream to 
a glacier which precludes the necessity 
of an ice house; SI 00,000 and Scotch 
grit will do the rest. 

Roger's Piioij ia quite a settlement at 
the summit of the yelkirks, 1,500 feet 
above the sea. At Donald, the end of 
the Pttcilic division, we meet the Col 
UUlbia again, to follow it twenty nine 
miles, till wo come to Kicking Horse. 
One would hardly recognize in a 
stream of abo"t the sitine width and 
volume as the McKenzie, the Colum- 
bia, that rushes past the Cascades or 
sweeps by tho city of St. Helens, or 
that late effort, K.ilaina. A thousand 
pities that this great waterway can 
never be completely appropriated 10 the 
use of commerce. A few miles beyond 
Donald, to the regret of all, night 
comes on again, and while we are sleep- 
ing wo pass from the mourituins to the 
plains, after an unbroken panorama of 
nearly (iOO miles of the grandest seen 
ery in the wot hi. Those who have trav- 
eled everywhere declare that not even 
tho Alps can furnish anything superior 
in point of grandeur, while in extent 
the scenery of th 'se three ranges—the 
Cascades, Selkirk's and Rockies—sur- 
passes that of .Switzerland. The idea of 
snow on the track already is absurd 
and has no foundation in fact. The en- 
gineer-in-chief ot the Paoilic division, 
Mr. Armstrong, is now constructing a 
system of snow sheds which will furn 
ish complete protection against slides. 
They are built on an entirely different 
principle from those of the Union Pa- 
cific. The framework is of solid tini 
ber, tilled in with stone like a crib, the 
whole structure being roofed over near- 
ly at an angle with the side of the 
mountain. 

And this leads me to speak of tho 
solid and substantial way in which the 
entire road has been built. There Are 
3,000 ties nine feet \on%, to the mile 
The munagt tnent wailed seven months 
after the last spike was driven before 
they opened the line for through truffic. 
"When the road ii finished," said Mr. 
Armstrong yesterday, "«o will show 
you Americans some speed. We are 
uot ready y»t." An hour later lit! said: 
"Do you see that curve ?" "Yes." 
"Well, in a few days the track will be 
straight. " The poiicy of the Canadians 
is evidently to develop the road to the 
highest degree of perfection. It has 
ample means and is not staggered by a 
heavy load of interest-bearing securi- 
ties. Hence it is in a position to keep 
faith with the public. Whether gov- 
ernment patronage lias been more liber- 
al ly given to this line than to Ameri- 
can transcontinental roads, it is uot for 
the writer to say, but I do not believe 
ex Senator Thurman, after a trip to tho 
coast over this route, could imagine 
that in a'fow yours the Canadian Paci- 
fic will degenerate tin to "two streaks 
of rust and a right of way," 

At Medicine Hat we cross the Sas- 
katchewan, wiiose waters Bow into 
lake Winnipeg. The country here has 
very much tho appearance of Northern 
Dakota. There are no dreary stretches 
of alkali desert, and every year the 
rain fall moves farther westward. 
Athabasca, Alberta, Saskatchewan and 
Asainihoine constitute what are known 
as the Northwest territories, the capital 
of which is Regina 375 miles west of 
Winnipeg, Columbia and Manitoba, 
now independent provinces with local 
governments, were formerly of the 
same rank ay the four territories. The 
distinction is about the same as be- 
tween our states and territories.

The ridgo is 
near Sudbury, and is four miles long 
and 1,.')00 feet wide am] estimated 
over 200 feet deep. The percentage of 
pure copper is very large. Crushers and 
smelters will be erected immediately. 

It is understood that Sir John has 
just agreed to a proposition submitted 
to him by tho leading Conservatives to 
hold a monster Conservative demonstra- 
tion here this fall. All tho lights of the 
party will be present.

2*tf£ EXHIBITION AND AGRI- 
CULTURE. 

Tho provincial exhibition opotu in this 
city on Thursday next. The prohabiltios 
are that it will bu a grout success, and it 
is hupiid tliu attendance of farmers will 
bo very largo. Tho greatost good muit 
necessarily result from the meeting of our 
agriculturalists. Interchange u( thought ou 
(object,-, in which rill have so deep a uon- 
oern is as desirable as it is absolutely 
uecosBary to the furtherance of the funn- 
ing interest, The climate and sail of this 
province are exceedingly woll adapted to 
tho growth of all kinds of grain, cereals, 
roots, vegetables, plants, flowers, shrubs 
and garden needs, and if the production 
is not large the fault can only lie with the 
farmers themselves. A visit to tho Saan- 
ioh fair impressed us with tho fact that 
all kinds of fruit may be raised here of 
us lino flavor, and in as groat abundance 
sb in any part of the continent. Tho dif- 
ferent varieties of apples, pears, quinces, 
grapes and currants shown were a marvel 
to many who were nut before aware of 
the infinite resources of our province. 
Already trade has been established with 
tho east and our fruits are in demand in 
ull the cities and towns of tho Northwest. 
There is no reason why a profitable mar- 
ket should not bu opened up in the 
country to the east of us and 
ft ait growers may now bo assured of au 
ample compensation for their industry and 
patience, lu all the other departments of 
agriculture our province can boast of uh Que 
a display R3 cou be viewed auywhoro — but 
there is room yet for improvement. The 
forthcoming exhibition Hhould be liberally 
patronized by all our farmers. They should 
not fail to send samples of their products, 
and so swell tho exhibit intu proportions 
worthy of British Columbia. Let nil the 
farmers take a living interest in this mutter 
and make of the exhibition tho suocOHS it 
should be. Farming will never be a com- 
plete success in any country without B mar- 
ket house, where tbe farmers can dispose oi 
their produce to tho highest bidder, uud 
where purchasers can buy in the cheapest 
market at a marginal profit and for house- 
hold economy. The farmers and people of 
the province should not be debarred the 
privilege of this modem pieo» of civilizut iou 
and it must bo satisfactory to them to 
know that the matter is now engaging the 
attention of the municipal council. This 
boon will, it is hoped, soon bo within the 
reach of all and it cannot come too soon. 
The establishment of a Provincial 
Model College and botanical grounds on 
Vancouver Island, would be a yreat help 
to the rising generation of farmers and 
farmers' sons. Such an institution can- 
not be valued too highly and cannot be- 
come a reality loo early to suit the needs 
needs of our future husbandmen. 
Education and science, have become 
two important factors in modern sgricnl- 
ture. They are the most successful aids, 
with oapiul, to experimental and progres 
sivo farming. Capital is tho basis of all 
important occupations, manufactures, 
trade and commerce. Soience has done 
inoro throughout the civilised world to de- 
velop tho soils to their fullest capacity of 
production, than all tho physical powore 
of man from the creation of the world 
down to tho present. The work of half a 
century's successful experiments on the 
soils increased the value of tho land fully 
twenty-five per cent. , when tbe routs in 
England went up proportionately. The 
time had come when increasing popula 
lions persisted in demanding that larger 
supplies of bread ttud's and provisions 
from the farmers should bo produced to 
meet their pressing wants, Of all the 
occupation* in which mankind aro en- 
tjagod, there is not ouo more honorable, 
independent, health giving, lucrative, 
pleasurable, and ennobling to manhood, 
taking all things int . consideration, than 
farming. It is earnestly hoped that tho 
exhibition at next week's fair will ho a 
large one, the largest yet seen in the P 
viuce, and all who have the best interests 
of the Province at heart should do what 
they can to make it a success. 

WHAT A "RESPECTABLE" JOUR- 
NAL CAN DO. 

When the Times issued its salutatory 
it announced that nothing that would of- 
fend the sensibilities of the most fastid- 
ious person would ever appear in its 
columns. It was to bo an exemplar to 
the paper* already established, They 
were "low in tone, don't you know," and 
required to be raised to a higher level by 
the "nine man from the east" who had 
crossed the Rookies for no other purpose 
than to reform the British Columbia 
press. During tho recent political contest 
i ho Times showed what its idea of a reH- 
peotable journal Is by assailing and libel- 
ling all its opponents in a manner so 
atrocious and in language so coarse as to 
call forth the condemnation of the res- 
ponsible men of its own party. Tho 
lesson which it reoeived at the 
polls uught to have lasted it 
for the remainder of its evil existence, 
but it Beems to be impossible for its 
conductor -the moral reformer of tho press 
- to carry on a discussion on the more 
simple subjects without resorting to coarse 
vituperation. An article in yesterday's is- 
sue sustained its evil reputation 
lor had language nild un- 

wholesome prevarication. The newspaper 
that cannot conduct an argument without 
resorting to blackguardism is unworthy of 
notice; but inasmuch as he would seem to 
bo weak in intellect although strong in 
language, it is an act of charity to set him 
right. We have before us official records of 
the members of tho local governments of all 
tho Canadian provinces. From these re- 
cords it is seen that tho Nova Sootian 
ministers number 7; New Bruuswiok 8; 
Manitoba (i; Prince Edward Island !); 
Quebec (i; Ontario and British Colum- 
bia 4. That four ministers are not too 
many for British Columbia the house and 
tho electors have decided. It has always 
been felt that the mainland and island are 
entitled to equal representation in the 
cabinet. With that object in view Mr. 
Drake accepted a position in tho Smithe 
government without a portfolio, lie was 
first taunted by tho opposition with being 
afraid to face his constituent! and then 
charged with having betrayed Iiib cntutitu- 
onts because he had accepted a position 
without a portfolio. When Mr. Duck took 
office, his re-eleotion was opposed became 
(as was asserted) ho had betrayed his 
party by accepting a portfolio! It is a 
difficult mailer to please those who are 
determined not to be pleased ; and it is 
equally difficult to discuss anything with 
a contemporary whose solo argument is, 
"You lie!" and whoso only "facts" aro 
falsehoods. The Times has boon shown to 
ho a thorough humbug It has wilfully 
falsified tho record as to the strength of 
cabinets elsewhere ; it has insulted Mr. 
Duok for doing precisely whr.t Mr. Flott 
did before him, and il Iihh tried to bring 
odium on the government for having four 
ministers, when Mr. Beaven had tho same 
number 12 yoarB ago!

But Pour in Popiilallou.

Victoria, Sept. 28th, 1880. 

To ntr. Editor :— Pessimist* growl that 
Vancouver Island is poor and cannot at- 
ford to hear the expense of build- 
ing a railway to its northern 
end. They do not mske a distinction be - 
tween tho country and the inhabitant! 
thereof. Tho country is rinh. Forty 
years sgo Fort Rupert (%t tho north end 
of tho island) exported cargoes of coal t> 
San Francisco- It wst r'uh then in coal 
and people; now only rick in coil and 
other of nature's treasures. Forty jsars 
ago, aye thousands ol years if yon plosie, 
Nsuaitno was rich, but apparently to the 
eye barren, poor and unpopulated. To- 
day it looks rich and pros- 
perous although indeed it is 
poorer thsn forty y««ra »g«— r><u>r*r 
by the amont of coal stolen from the 
miuea and sent up the ehimnsya »f resatv- 
era. The coal did not dislooata itself — but a 
nombor of people errirsd who removed 
ntt'ire's stores, opened her bowels and by 
•o doing enrioheo th*m«elves. The in- 
habitants becarna and sru prosperous. 
The «ui tta wss compelled to give up her 
riohss— ead the industrious people put 
them into their pockets. A country may 
be rich but without people to uppropi inu- 
tile riches il rsmains stagnant. 

There it a larsje portion of t!i» inland 
looking as barren and poor t» Ntuaiuiu or 
even Victoria district did forty ywsra a no, 
This Urge portion retains its ncli*a un- 
disturbed, Why I l!»c:»uti lh*r* are 
no suitable people on tha ground 
to msko her yield iheia: it 
Is dormant, not poor. For instanoe, 
plow this now poor looking land, *nd each 
acre will deliver annitoUy thirty or iuoi* 
dollars lu the shape ot agricultural and 
horticultural products— in this cuss the 
prosperity will not be derived from uoal, It 
is only a difference between eduots and pro- 
ducts. Muscle, brain aid lapital, ui« re- 
quired for each— bat the b«. lyulturalist's 
muscle, braiu, industry and the judicious 
use thereof are Ma capital. It ii his ot/u, 
he does uot borrow it eiospting from hi* 
food. May oue farmar cultivates twanty acres 
of luud, tbe prodaee thereof will ba sir hun- 
dred dollars worth per annum. Oa* thou- 
sand laitoers will therefore euut* the earth 
to produce h'uc hundred thousand dollars an- 
nually from twenty thousand acres of land. 
One hundred thousand aores would there- 
fore prodnce three million dollars par an - 
num! There *ro at least a million acres of 
such laud on tbe island, and four ajilliona 
mors for similar or other purposes. Vat 
ignorant pessimist* «»y the island i.i poor) 
Ridioalous sonsense! What is wanted has 
been clearly shown to be people — these ba- 
ing what the county is poor in. 

Of course the farmers would consume 
say twenty par sent. o( the prolines of tho 
land at first, but in ten yaara a thousaad 
farmers would certainly hare tire hundred 
thousand dollars par annum to tell or ex- 
change for othsr aaedsd artieUs. Etmembcr 
this produce wmildbe neu and treated wealth 
— an annual fclrth! Cannot msrohauts, 
manufacturers, aiiizsna, aaechanios, rail- 
ways, sieamboats and so forth, see and fore- 
see the grand offset upon them and the 
whole oountry of thii new vivifying in- 
flnenci. and powar? het it b« aaked whether 
instead of lazily moaning and muttering 
"times are bad," it would not be better if 
they exerted themselves a little te halp to 
batter thing*, i. *., by gettiae; y>*opl* into 
the conntry, which means to eay, using 
their influence to get a railway through the 
country to the north to oerry there in. The 
whole country would be mailt to prosper, 
and Nauaimo be twice aa large and morefthan 
twice as prosperous ss now. What is the 
difference between I3ritinh Columbia now 
and forty years sgo? Simply tan settling 
of people to live or enriub tnemielvee 
by appropriating nature's treasures, 
or upou those who prooure them. What 
elte brougat os all bar* I Those who 
have aettlod on laud have become well to- 
do ; add more sod they anil also pcoapar 
thomaelves and asiiat others to do so. 
Having dons with "poor," building must 
now he denlt with. P«*»itni*t is wruiij?. 
The scheme never propossd that the 
country should bvild a railway, but ihat a 
company ahould do so with tasir owu 
money, and when built that it should be 
tho property of the company . What the 
province hai io do is to provide, say, foriy 
thousand dollars per annum for the pur- 
pose of guaranteeing two per cent, per 
annum or, aay , one million and a half of 
dollari, this ueing tha portion the pro- 
vince haa to bear. Pessimist* ask irhare's 
the money to coroe from / Look! The 
itland pusseans* five million stagnant 
acres. These live million acraa are worth 
mouey if a railway petass through thatn, 
but are worth nothing t . the province 
without a rsilway. Give, tUeu, Iks rail- 
way compsny the snosey'a worth in laud, 
say somewhere aboet a million ecrae of laud 
in oue block, square or oblong. Tina would 
at ones relists the province from tha pay- 
ment of any intarset in money. (Of this 
more by asd bye ) s«, pasaimUt, you 
may he now able t» ate (Sat tha country 
is rich and not poor and that ahe can n 
furd her share of the sum necsasaiy to 
guarantee the interest on the bonds. By 
giving land the prevines "id g«t » rail- 
way and inhabitants on the land st one 
stroke — for it i« population and produc- 
tion that the railway a* rrnU aa tha pro- 
vince require!. The land will be well in- 
vested . 

Having shown that the country i.i not 
//of/r,and that it is not called upon to build a 
railway, hot only askod to pay forty thous- 
and dollars per annum which tho country 
as also tbs inhabit in ta con eaaily afford tn 
do, it must now he remembered that the 
scheme take* it as incontrovertible thai 
the railway will be. sustained not only by 
local traffic but a.\nn nourished by a r:aw 
trade, by carrying American goods in 
bond to Alaska and passengers; also by an 
increased business with the northwest 
coast and Oueen Charlotte island. The 
railway will bo beneficial to all these surf 
to tho province, and therefore to Canada. 
Tho only way to got settlors, tho wealth 
producers nnd business creators, on tho 
land, and gain new trade m new regions, 
is by moans of s rsilway, If now eources 
of wealth bo necessary, and no one will 
say thoy are not, then a railroad is a ne- 
cessity, *nd being ho obttscloi t > its con- 
struction must be overcome. Peoplo 
mutt he prepared 1 1 make present invest- 
ment of l4iirl or mt ncy for future gain The 
country Jisb done much for us: it is but 
right and proper that we should do some- 
thing for tho country. By helping her wo 
shall b* helping ourselves. J. S. H.

Its Fortification a Menace to the 
United Stutcs. 



The fortification of Esquitnalt at. the 
expense of Oreat Britain ia another step 
in the enterprise to which the completion 
of the Canadian Pacilio has drawn atten- 
tion. Esquimau, is about three miles 
south of Victoria and has one of the fin- 
est natural harbors in tho world, with 
deep wator all oi'or and a sizu capable of 
holding a fleet of magnitude. Seine years 
ago the British government buiit a navy 
yard and naval repair shops thero; the 
vessels on tha Paaifio station spend some 
time there every year. Now it is pro- 
posed to fortify it so as to make f» second 
Gibraltar. 

Of course, these fort'8oations are to bo 
built against Hub country. No other 
nation ia likely to molest British Colum- 
bia. The expenditure of large sum a of 
money in fotts at Ewquimalt must bo re 
garded an a menace to the United Sttite3, 
and must meuu that whilo England talks 
us fair and sium th she has no notion of 
sheathing the sword. Whether this ia 
a wise policy may perhaps be a question. 
One of the many pithy a&ytuga of M. De 
Lcsseps was in reply to one who aaked 
him if lie was going to erect forts to pro- 
tect the Sues oinal, It waa; "Certainly 
not; forts are only built to ba taken." If 
ever the cordial understanding between 
this country and Oreat Britain is dis- 
turbed, tha oiistBiica of the fortB »t Ks- 
will attract at ;ick, mid the island of Van- 
couver will probably become the theatre 
of war. Possibly, in that ovs:it, the new 
woiks might qi t prove a second Gibraltar. 

This building of forts is after all me- 
dieval business. Ia tho middle agus,uvury 
man's hand was always raised against his 
neighbor; and the lirst thought of the 
people of a city or the tenantry of a castle 
was to mnko it impregnable. Eienoe, tho 
first thought of the people outsido was 
to attack and tike it if t ! ioy could In 
our day there are not so many Ishinaela 
around. Pauplo Uy out oities and build 
themsolvoa castles in the country witbou t 
cuce thinking liow they are to be defend- 
ed from attack. And following out the 
samo train of though:, nobody ihiiiks of 
attacking them. No general bombards a 
defeticeleua city uulem its buildings aorve 
as shelter for tho enemy We should 
havo formed a higher opinion of the com- 
mon some of the English if they hat! or- 
dered tho construction of a drydook and 
a modern shipyard, with suitable building 
plant, iu?L ;atl of spending money on bat- 
teries and traverses.

Bowman said tho proaess may be brielly 
described: There are three different kind* 
of roasting furnaces in general use; first, 
the reverbatory in which tne ore is shovelled 
from one end to ttie other as in a bake 
OTen; tho cylinder, where tho same thing is 
done mechauically; the Stotefolt furnace iu j— ' 
which it is dropped down a shaft, falling 
from one sholf to another until the sulphur 
is burned out. The roasted oro, which is 
now a flue duBt, is placed in a tank or tub, 
saturated with chlorine gannnd loaohed out 
vith water; it now being iu tho form of a 
red mud is placed in cruoiblea and convert- 
ed into bullion. Thus, if th'.' coasting ia 
not done jusL right, much gold is lost. It 
is evident these are all expensive applianoea 
tad require skill 

orea requiring that treatment are in the 
Cariboo district and a properly managed 
ohlorinatiou works would prove a profitable 
investment to ull concerned. Incase silver 
occurs with gold a different process of i 
leaohing is required, but the method does P ! * a'^u s° I th 
not vary materially. In the eveni of ohloii- | 
nation or leaohing works being available, 
people having lodges would merely dress 
their ores in a form which would bear tran- 
sportation to a considerable distance, oo- 
cartionally oven on horsob.ick with proht- 
able return. Such a custom works would 
thus ullow men of small capital to success- 
fully work ledges, as they would be in a 
similar position to the farmer who brought 
h<s wheat to a grist mill to be ground iuto ilffiod 
flour. 

The above, Mr. Bowman thinks, is the 
outline of what should be done in Cariboo, 
as it would result iu a Tery largo develop- 
ment of tho ledgos of the district 

BK7EHULN0 TO PLACKK MIKING, 
Mr. Bowman said there were were many 
opportunities fur extensive hydraulic min- 
ing. A company could secure a whole 
creek, previouily drifted, and profitably 
hydraulic it. All tnese creeks have had 
from 50 to 100 claims, and have paid from 
3J0.OOU tu $150,000 to the claim. There 
are still largo quantities of gold scattered 
through tho gravel or in streaks not 
profitable to work by means of drif .ing; 
but which would be highly remunerative 
to a company with capital to bring a suf- 
ficiently strong head of water to botr up- 
on the abandoned creek claims and on the 
side hills — the main question being the 
sufficient quantity of water as the gold is 
undoubtedly there. This is proved by 
the fact, that at tho present timo every 
now and then a couple of minors will dis- 
cover a piece of side hill ground which 
yields from §10 to £50 por day. On Wil-

8. P. Tuok, C. E., was nout thoro by tho 
provincial government to make u unrvoy ot 
the ton acres of land including Mission 
point, which thoy proposed to hold in trmt 
for the Church Missionary sooioty, uud he 
only Hucceeded iu carrying out his instruc- 
tions because the survey was completed be- 
fore tho Indiaus and their whito adviser find 
leader, were fully nlive to what ho (Mr. 
Tuok) was doing. When ho was not more 
than huli through they summoned him to 
their council, 

DOT HK FINISHED his sritVEr 
before he answered the call. Immediately 
after his arrival thero on the prtiaent occa- 
sion, Mr, Tuck heard rumors tbnt he would 
not be allowed to males tho eurvoy; and 
that tho Metlakahtla Indians were determin- 
ed that no survey of tho reserves which hud 
been allotted them should be uuude by any 
ons. As seon as he uud his party left with 
leuts and storos they woro olosejy followiid 
by a canoe containing Kisteen Indians, who 

sraoKE rou bthoick or paddles 
accompanied them to Iheir point of debark 
ation. The next morning Mr. Tuck had 
r Soircely started from tlio nhure iiefore an 
J other crew of ton Indians left t> follow 
'•< him, and actually accompanied tho steamer 
^ the entire distance that she ttsaraed out- 
V. Wards, but on their return j iuruey they 
[jfan upon a rook and very ne itly made a 
N wreck of thoir oanoe, so thai Mr. Tuok 
was freed from their espiouago for a time 
'Mian time the Indians who had followed 
the surveyors down the channel had en- 
■ Damped alongside of them, snd before Tuck 
arrived in camp they had been reinforced 
by as many more, besides th.>so who had 
i followed them to their camping ground. 
They wero thus 

SUBEOUNDKD BY SIOltE THAN rOltTY INDIAM8 
who totik good earn that their wi^wums 
mid sails were iooated closely enough to 
their teuts to wuldi every movement that 
the surveyors might make. For itviro 
than a fortnight they have kept up tills 
couslaut watch. Not a movement thut 
Mr Tuok makes seems to escape them, 
and if any of tho surveying party look 
from their tents at any hour of the night, 
it Is not at ail surprising to see an Indian 
patrolling in the immediate vicinity. On 
1 80th August, Mr. Tuck stirtod to be^in 
I the survey ; and almost us soon us he had 
got into his canoe, the Indiana were 
afljat in thoirs, and when they wero ready 
to laud, were at tho beach alongside of 
them. As soon as they landed they pro- 
ceeded to mark, but tho Indians so crowd- 
ed about and jostled thorn that whenever 
they attempted to stretch the chain, they 
knocked it from Bide to side, tt iod on it 
and effectually prevented it from being 
Used. Wnen Mr Tuok took it in hand 
himself, thoy jostled r.ud prevented 
him from going forward. One 
nf the Indians actually put his 
hinds upon Mr. Tuck's shoulder, but in 
his eff -ris to force a pnsuage Mr. Tuck 
did not turn iu time. Wheu he tried to 
Use his transit, they again gathered about 
him, took his transit from the ground and 
hsid the legs t'ghtly. It is said that Mr. 
Tuck 

Looked as if hb would have liked ro 

BttAi;; soms or THEM 
with a stout club, but ho controlled his 
feelings. Later on tho Indians increased 
Uutil they outnumbered the whites by fif- 
teen tu one. 

The Indians havo frequont'y urged 
Mr. Tuok to leave, but he replied thut 
ho was there to do a certain duty, and 
He was not of the stuff to rdk AWAT 
from the face of opposition, and that he 
should report tliSir action to the govern- 
ment. 

And so it goes on. Mr. Tuck mid his 
men go from oamp each morning tj begin 
work; and tho Indians follow. As soon 
us he seti up the transit, the Indians 
saize the legs and will not allorv tliem to 
be spread. Mr. Tuck then takes the 
n»rnes of those who oppose him, and the 
attempt is abandoned for ihat day, to be 
renewed the next. Mr. Tuck is satisfied 
that ho certainly knows who is ut 
the bottom uf tho whole disturbance.

Rev. Or. Wiilirow. 

Tho Rev. Dr. Withrow, ono of tho 
editors of tho Methodist Magazine, of 
Toronto, is a guest of Rjv. Mr. Percival, 
having lately arrived from tho east over 
the Canadian Pacific railway. To a re- 
porter of this paper who called upon htm, 
Dr. Withrow said: "I think thut ovory 
Canadian ou;;ht to take a run through 
this country; as until thoy do so they 
must have, even as I had, only a very 
vaguo idea of the extent of the provinco 
a«id iu resources. I tried beforo starting 
to mentally faiuiliarizo myself with the 
beauties of your scenery, but my expeota 
tions fell far short of the roality. It ia, 
also, impossible, unlois by actually view- 
ing it, to form a just conception of the 
vast extent of the prairie Beotion — some 
800 tniloa— west of Winnipeg to Calgary. 
The magnificence of your mountain 
ecetiery oan to irouly be surpassed; audi 
have crossed the Alps and Apennines. 
While there is, I consider, noblor moun- 
tain scenery in Switzerland, tho moun- 
tains there are higher but then ouo runs 
through them in half a day, and the rail 
ways do not reach the real mountain 
region. Tho views of Mount Stephens, 
Syndioate peak, and one mountain nam 
od after Lady Macdonald, which domi- 
nate tho country for many miles, are a.i- 
poaiully superb. " 

Dr. Withrow stopped near the 
Glacier hotel with a company of Toronto 
artists including Mr. O'Brien, president 
of the Ontario Art Academy, Mr. Forbes, 
Mr. Kgati, and Mr. Bry inner who are 
making sketches, and will doubtless 
do a good deal t > advertise the country. 
The sublimest portion of the scenery lies, 
the Dr. thinks, be. ve,-,i Lytton and Vale 
on the coast range. 

Asked as to the popular view nikou by 
tho people of Torotit j on tho "Chinoso 
question," Dr. Withrow said "Our sym- 
pathies, I think, are in favor of free im- 
migration from all countries. We, of 
course, do not want piupor immigration ; 
though there havo beau a good many 
paupers t.irown on Ontario which she has 
had to support. 1 do not say that tho 
artesan class and the Knights of Labor 
organization do not entertain an actagon 
ietic Boiitirnorit towards Chinese immigra- 
tion, but the fooling I think is chiefly con 
fined to those." 

"In connection with our own church 
we had a very important conference at 
Toronto, with tho objeot of carrying out 
tt.e confederation ol the Methodist uni- 
versity with tho provincial university of 
Toronto. The proposition was adopted 
by a majority af 25. The Methodist 
church thus enters into a group of de- 
nominations, the colleges including the 
Anglican, Presbyterian, Baptist and 
Methodist; and this step will, it is con- 
ridered, elevate the touo of higher educa 
tion. Dr. Potts has been set apart t i 
raise an endowment of 8500,000, $>I00,0U0 
of which was contributed during the con- 
ference. 

Dr. Withrow, who has come over hare 
on a holiday trip, is oonnooted wich the 
publication of mauy periodicals in Can- 
nes, and is, besides, an author of some 
noto. Among his works aro "The ills 
tory of Canada," "Travels in Europe," 
and "the Catacombs of Rome" The 
doctor, who will preach this morning and 
evening at the Methodist church, expects 
to leave on Tuesday next, returning 
probably by the same routs.

Mr. Duck, the finance minifter for the 
province, was a candidato for t';e city of 
Vicioria at the latt general election and 
wus dufoated. It is pretty woll under- 
stood in our system of government that a 
miuistar cannot for uny length of time be 
a raiu later of tho Crown and the head of 
a department without a seat in the house. 
It ii possible that Mr Duck intends otfer- 
iug his services to some other constitu- 
ency. If that is hia intention there can 
be no greut harm in him administering 
the affairs of his tlepartmet t ui t I the 
time cornea when he can do this We 
take it that no constituency can be 
opened until after tho meeting of the 
house The niembors elected mutt bo 
first sworn in before they aro members 
and bo in a position to resign should any of 
thero contemplate doing this in favor of 
the finance minister. But apart from 
ibis it in posbiiilo that, tho government 
may havo some difficulty in filling hia 
plaoe, and there is no very good reason 
why they should not be allowed time to 
make their arrangements. No interest 
is suffering in oonsequenco of Mr. Duck 
being lit the head uf the finance de- 
partment, and we see no groat necessity 
for much of an outcry about the 
matter. It is not so very unusual a cir- 
cumstanoe for a minister, und even o 
govsromoiit, to hold office for months 
aft^r they know the verdict of the country 
to have gone against thorn. This can 
hardly bo aaid of the provincial govern- 
ment, notwithstanding tho loud and con- 
fident predictions of the Times, which 
made no Ltt or a showing than Wisrgins 
weather predictions Oar contemporary 
evidently knows lo is. about thn mind of 
the electors than he lays claim to, and 
we hardly think he will manage to raise a 
storm over Mr. Duck's retention of office 
for a few months without a seat in the 
house. If this is the only weighty charge 
our contemporary has to bring against 
tho government he will probably have to 
go it alone, as the publio generally will 
not get very muoh exerciHod over it. It 
will do, for the want of something better, 
to keep the political pot boiling". — P"um- 
coitver Herald.

(Had it To Be1) The sale 
and circulation of this little work aro 
prohibited in Bavaria; and with reason. 
Apparently written by some one -who 
was behind the scenes of the royal 
tragedf, it gives by no means n favor- 
able uccount of the mental condition 
for yours past of the unhappy king. In 
fact, the author fixes the year 1870 as 
the date at which his faculties first bo- 
gan to go astray. Much space is taken 
up with the history of his Wagnerian 
infatuation and with that of liis pas- 
sion for building and for theatrical re- 
presentation at which he was the soli- 
tary spectator, all of which has already 
been been published. But some of the 
anecdotes are new, and are sufliciently 
interesting to merit translating. 

Among these ma full account of the 
lake construction on the roof of the 
royal palace at Munich, on which the 
royal Lohengrin used to sail in a 
gilded bark drawn by swans. The 
water in the tank proved too Lrauspar 
enfc, and the king wanted it to be blue. 
One of his suite conceived the idea of 
putting into it an enormous quantity 
of vitriol. The water was cliauged to a 
dark, deep and most magnificent blue, 
but the salt of copper soon corroded 
the metal of the tank, several leaks 
were formed, and the water made its 
way through the roof of the palace and 
inundated the royal apartments. The 
damage was repaired at great expense, 
and an apparatus was put up for shed 
ding an azure tint upon the lake by 
means of colored glasses. Then the sur- 
face of the tank was too smooth, and 
King Louis wanted some waves. So 
another machine was constructed which 
imparted, by means of a wheel, a 
beautiful ripple to the surface of the 
water. But the waveii proved too small 
and weak to suit the royal navigator, 
so the size and power of the wheel 
were augmented. Then the waves be 
came too strong; they upset the royal 
bark, and Lohengrin got a good cluck- 
ing. Now, as no mention can be found 
in the logend of the Swan Knight of 
his ever having fallen into the water, 
his knightly representative gave up his 
pastime of sailing about on the palace 
roof. Then he took it into his head to 
try to fly, and used to be carried about 
in a sort of car, attached to the top of 
the long poleH, by which means he was 
transported from place to place by 
lackeys who wore felt shoes, so that 
their steps might be noiseless and the 
illusion complete, Once be caused a 
regular Hying machine to be construct 
ed for his own use. But having that 
day, so our author says, "method in 
his madness," he gave orders that a 
luckless peasant should make trial of 
it before he attempted to use it. The 
poor fellow did so, and was killed on 
the spot. 

The king's abhorrence for the fair 
sex dates from the very beginning of 
his malady. It was accentuated by the 
breaking off of his negotiations for his 
marriage to the present I hiclifisse 
d'AJencon. For years past he had con- 
sented to see only his mother, and that 
at long intervals, and occasionally the 
Empress of Austria. One day he said 
to his private secretary, who was mar- 
ried, and who with his wife had rooms 
in the palace: "1 have seen your wife's 
face. " The secretary, not knowing 
what to understand by this remark, 
made answer merely by a low bow. "1 
have Been your wife's face, 1 ' repeated 
King Louis, in a tone of great sever- 
ity. The secretary, finally comprehend- 
in:,' the cause of his Majesty's indigna- 
tion, apologized profusely, and declar- 
ed that such a thing should never hap- 
pen again. 

The decorations and furniture of his 
fairy palaces were nearly all executed 
in Munich. The artists to whom the 
execution of the fresco paintings on the 
walls and ceilings was confided wer« 
forced to submit to various restrictions 
Thoy were commanded to maintain 
an entire secrecy regarding their work, 
aud no human being was to be permit- 
ted to see it even when completed. 
Once it was finished, the King came 
at night and alone to inspect it. If he 
was not pleased with it, lie would cause 
it to be at once destroyed and another 
begun. He had, strictly speaking, no 
taste for art. lie did not not care for 
historical pictures, genre pictures, or 
landscapes, no matter how admirably 
they might lie executed. He only liked 
allegorical representations of the glory 
and the might of kings, or scenes from 
his favorite operas. 

Toward the close of his life the roy- 
al maniac hud become a furious and 
dangerous madman. He gave orders 
that every one who displeased him 
should be incarcerated in the Bastile, 
the idea that he owned that historical 
prison being one of his delusions, ilia 
valets fell under his disploasure for the 
most trifling fault, and were often 
cruelly lashed with the royal riding- 
whip. He poured down the neck of one 
unfortunate lackey the whole contoutg 
of a teakettle full of boiling water; an- 
other had his eye put out by a thrust 
from a cane. The list of the Kind's 
servants who suffered wounds and per- 
sonal injuries at his comprises thirty- 
two names. The only one of them that 
escaped scot free was his barber, Hop- 
pe, on whom ho conferred the post of 
Prime Minister with orders to assassin- 
ate the whoie of the existing Cabinet. 
During the last years of his life ho 
drank (contrary to certain rumors on 
the subject) very little, and then only 
the highest of German wines, But, on 
the other hand, his appetite had in- 
creased prodigiously, and he ate to ex- 
cess of the richest food. Had he not 
boon a king, and had been put under 
restraint at. L he beginning. of hiH mal- 
.Tirr, under proper medical care and
